The following bits and pieces of information are offered in this paper for further research. They 
are not an end in themselves. The search for Estes information in Virginia and the Carolinas are mere 
fragments and this effort is offered as a stimulant for research for those families who have been unable 
to make gains in these ares. It is hoped that it will be useful and that information will be added to it, 
rounding out and giving a fuller understanding of Estes family activites. 


From the Louisa County records are found a number of Estes land grants and it is from there that 
the name Richard Estes, as it applies in this paper, is first encountered. It is from this base that a series 
of transaction orginate and tie the name Richard Estes to it. 


Richard Estes (2) believed to be the son of Abraham and Barbara Estes (1) of King and Queen 
County, was granted in the following manner and from this begins the series. 


P. 5-8. INDENT, 3 December 1733 James Robertson of St. Martins Parish, Hanover County, to 
Matthew Anderson Gent. of St. Pauls Parish, Hanover County; Lease and release; 100 Ibs. current 
money; 1326 acres in St. Martins Parish on both sides of North East Creek... Sudeths path crossing two 
branches...north and south forks... near the head of a branch of Dirty Swamp... crossing North East 
Creek EXCEPTING as it is hereby agreed and reserved 100 acres part of the above premises sold by 
Christopher Clark, Gent., to John Estes and of one other 100 acre part of said tract sold by said Clark 
unto Richard Estes (2) as bounded in their respective deeds 4th and 6th of November 1730 recorded in 
Hanover County 6 November 1930, which said 1,326 arces were granted to Clark by patent dated 8 
September 1728 and by said Clark sold to James Robertson by deed 19 December 1730 and recorded 2

I believe that the afore written chronology of events has shown a continuous thread of evidence 
that Richard Estes (3), is the son of Richard Estes (2) ard grandson of Abraham and Barbara Estes (1). I 
also iticlude 4 page on Rueben Estes, who I also believe to be the son of Richard Estes (2). Richard (3) 
and Rueben (3) have sold 400 acres on North East Creek. If Richard (2) had been granted 400 acres 
August 1731, and 1200 acres in June 1739, then their remains the disposal of 1200 acres. There has been 
no records yet to reflect the sale or exchange of the 1200 acres. There are no doubt other brothers, and I 
believe Charles to be one of them, and not Rueben’s father. I am sure that Charles did have a son named 
Rueben and should show up eventually in South Carolina or Alabama. Paschall I am sure was another 
brother. Paschall and Charles’ son Charles, both lost their lands in Burke County North Carolina, in 
1782 because they were Loyalist. 


Also enclosed is an additional follow-up on Micajah Estes of Halifax County Virginia. Based on 
more explicit information and adds a lot more color, graphic designations to the area. There is still no 
will for Micajah of Halifax, and whether or not he had any children. But it is now known that he died 


before 1800.

A RELOOK AT JOHN, MICAJAH, AND ELISHA ESTES OF HALIFAX COUNTY VIRGINIA

Creeks, adjoining Fountain, Ponton, and Bottom. March 3, 1760, book 33, page 698.

Earlier on December 17, 1772, Micajah Estes sold 236 acres on Poplar Creek toNathaniel Manson. It 
adjoined Captain George Boyd's line, Abraham Fontaine's line and Thomas Davenport's. Later was 
"Tarover." This is probably same farm which John and Mary Comer Fowlkes bought from William 
Puryear who had bought from William Satterwhite. The Fowlkes sold to Berryman Green, circa 1804. 


They got it in 1796.

Note that Deed Book 16, page 411, says that Philemon Carlton got 209 acres from Micajah Estes 
through his attorney, Caleb Hart. This was for William Satterwhite, too, and was “on both sides of main 
road which leads from Carolinas to Richmond, formerly known as the Key Fork Road near courthouse.” 


Deed Book 17, page 148, says that Satterwite sold his share of 209 acres to Philemon Carolton on both 
sides of main road at a place called Key Fork. The Key Fork Road, formerly Millers Road in part, was a 
road beginning on 659 (River Road) splitting into two roads at “Sinai Village,” that part headed to 
Carlton's lands being the west side, that going past “Greens Folly,” the east part.

Elisha 
buys 288 acres, which he subsequently sells; 11 acres in 1776 and 277 acres in 1779. Micajah's 
purchase is of an unspecified amount of land on Poplar Creek. He subsequently sells at least 88 acres in 
June 1772, 236 in December 1772, 190 acres in November 1773, 209 acres, and 74 acres in September 
1776. Micajah was left destitute after the Revolutionary War and couldn't pay his bill, and was destitute 
until he died. Statement dated June 5, 1800. | 


Conclusion: John Estes either sold or transferred his holdings before 1769, leaving no record. 
Elisha and Micajah Estes holding along Poplar Creek, the same as John. When adding John's 05 acres 
to the 288 acres of Elisha’s and 797 acres of Micajah, they add up to 1150 acres. That Micajah Estes 


was insolvent and died before June 5, 1800.

CALEB ESTES. The career of Mr. Estes is one of more than 


ordinary interest, and probably no man in Riley County has made 
better use of his opportunities, or accomplished more under the 
difficulties which have surrounded him. Born and reared in the South, 
his birth occuring Feb. 26, 1840 in Caldwell County, N.C., he there 
grew to man's estate, acquiring his principal education in the common 
school and becoming familiar with farming pursuits as conducted in 
that section of country. He grew up to avigorous and healthy manhood, 
imbued with Southern sentiments and intensely loyal to his native 
clime. 

Upon the outbreak of the Rebellion Mr. Estes in June, 1861 
enlisted in the Confederate army as a member of Company F, 26th 
North Carolina Infantry and took part in many of the important battles 
which followed. He was at Newber and in the seven day's fight around 
Richmond. At Falling Water he was captured and sent first to 
Washington City and from there to Point Lookout, and held in 
confinement five months after which he was paroled and exchanged. 
Later he fought at the battle of Cold Harbor and received a wound in 
the breast and the right arm. Uponhis recovery he rejoined his regiment 
and was at the siege of Pettersburg during which he was again captured 
south of the city and returned to Point Lookout fer a period of seven 
months. Then being paroled he returned home, at which time, the war 
being ended he assumed the role of a citizen, after having served four 
years. 

In the spring of 1866 Mr. Estes leaving Lenoir came to the young 
State of Kansas, locating in Ogden Township and thereafter for four 
years operated on rented land. He then homesteaded a part of his 
present farm upon which he has effected all the improvements which 
we now see upon it. During the early years of his struggles in Northern 
Kansas he exercised that patience and perseverance which are among 
the leading traits of his character. Were it not that the visible results of 
his labors so forcibly appear to the naked eye, his perseverance and 
energy would seem to have accomplished that which is almostincredible. 
He came to Kansas without other resources than those with which 
nature had endowed him and has made for himself not only a good 
position, financially, but among his fellow citizens is held in high 
esteem. 

Mr. Estes commenced from first principles in the building up of 
his estate, his land being in its primitive condition, over which but a 
short time previously Indians and wild animals hadroamed unrestrained. 
His 230 acres of choice land have been brought to a good state of 
cultivation and the farm is embellished with substantial buidings. It lies 
five and one-half miles northwest of Ft. Riley and is largely devoted 
to stock raising, Mr. Estes having, during the season of 1889, ninety 
head of cattle, nineteen head of horses and seventy-five head of swine. 
Mr. Estes is conservative in politics and uniformly votes the straight 
Democratic ticket. He is interested in all the enterprises tending to 
promote the welfare of his community and has been a member of the 
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School Board of his district for the past seven years. He has alsoserved 
as Road Supervisor. Personally, he is courteous in his bearing, modest 
and unpretending, aman who at once establishes himself in the esteem 
and confidence of those who have the pleasure of his acquaintance. 

The marriage of Caleb Estes and Miss Mary E. Moody was 
celebrated at the bride's home in North Carolina, in 1865. Mrs. Estes 
was bor in Caldwell County, N.C., July 12, 1848 and is the daughter 
of Robert and Bathsheba Moody who were of Southern birth and 
parentage and arenow living two miles nort'1 of the Estes place. Of this 
union there was born one child only, a daughter, Ariel, who is now a 
promising girl of fourteen years. Mrs. Estes and her daughter are. 
members in good standing of the Baptist Church, of which church Mrs. 
Estes is pastor. 

The father of our subject was Caleb Estes, Sr., likewise a native 
of North Carolina and a farmer by occupation. His mother Eliza, was 
anative of thesame State and there the father spent his entire life, dying 
in about 1850 when in his prime. The mother is still living, making her 
home with her younger son in North Carolina and has arrived at the 
advanced age of eighty-three years.

Dear Mr. Dawson, 

Thank you for your answer to my letter and for the 
information you supplied regarding the LCDAH and it's 
publications. Many of the publications have titles 
indicating they would be helpful to me. Being a native of 
Neshoba County, I get back there occasionally and on one of 
those visits I would like to see your facilities and look at 
your publications if that is possible. Do you have special 
days and hours that visitors are allowed? 

Enclosed is the Civil War service record of my 
gr-grandpa Capt. W. C. Dowd. As mentioned in my previous 
letter these records came from the National Archives in 
Washington, D. C. Captain Dowd was a resident of Neshoba 
County and the community where he lived and operated a 
store is still known as Dowdville. He made his home there 
from 1856 till his death in 1879. The nine letters or 
reports which are a part of the service record have been 
transcribed for easier reading and hopefully there are no 
gross errors introduced. From the report dated April 5th 
1863 it appears that much effort was being made to purchase 
food and supplies from the surrounding area. From the last 
report dated August 31st 1863, there was the explanation of 
lack of funds to pay Marion and Meridian Hospitals. The 
emphasis at this time seemed to be on closing the Post at 
Meridian and moving to Montgomery. This followed almost two 
months after the fall of Vicksburg. 

Any information indicating the opening and closing dates 
of the Division Headquarters in Meridian would certainly be 
of interest, along with any connection between the 
Subsistence Department (or Post Comissary) and the Division 
Headquarters. 

Enclosed is a check for $10.00 as payment for 
publication no. 15 Enumeration of Educable Children in 
Lauderdale Co. MS. Thanks again for the information. I hope 
to see you on a visit to Miss. in the future.
